Senator Glass 
of Virginia 
Dies Tuesday

Sen. Carter Glass, D., Va.,

rebel" who devoted 46 years

public service died here early to- 
day following a long illness. He 
was 88.

ure at 1:15 a. m., Dr. W. A. Bloe- 
dorn, who was summoned to Glass' 
hotel suite when he appeared to 
be sinking, said the

"quietly and peacefully." 


At his bedside was his wife, Mrs. 


Mary bcott Meade, whom he mar- 
ried when he was 82. She 
had 


shared Glass' seclusion during the 
last years of-his life. 


The elder statesman of the Jef- 


fersonian Democrats and oldest 
main in the Senate, had been in 
failing health fqy nearly .five years 
He had not appeared on the Sen- 
ate floor since 1942.

have him removed from office last 
year on

The Senate 
was

ory. 


Glass' life spanned four wars. 


He was a 
newspaperman-turned- 


statesman, who derated more than 
half of his life to public service. 


Although he attended public and 


private schools, Glass was always 
proud to include in his brief, Sen- 
ate biography that he was edu- 
cated in the newspaper business as 
well. 


Glass served in Washington 'rom 


Dec. 2, 1901, until his death today. 
He first was elected representative 
from Virginia and, with the 
ex- 


ception of two years when he was 
secretary of treasury in the Wil- 
son administration, remained 
in 


the House until 1920 when he was 
elected to the Senate. He was re- 
elected every time his Senate seat 
was at stake. His current 
term 


would have ended in 1949. 


Glass received much of the cred-

Size of Bread 
Loaves to Be 
Reduced 


By GRANT DILI-MAN 
Washington, May 28 — ,(UP) 
The government has ordered ba- 
kers to cut the size of bread loaves 
and rolls starting Saturday. 


Loaves will 
be 
1 0 per 
cent 


smaller by weight and 
probably 


somewhat flatter. The price will 
remain the same. 


.tiaKers must indicate the weight 


of the loaf on the wrapper. Bakers 
who have difficulty getting 
new 


wrappers may use old ones pro- 
vided they furnish retailers with 
signs describing the new lo=?. 
The order to cut the size 
of 
loaves was issued under the war 
powers act. It was the first legal 
move to carry out a recommenda- 
tion of President Truman's famine 
emergency committee made last 
March. The committee urged ba- 
kers to make the cut voluntarily. 
At that time, many bakers pro- 
tested they could not make the re- 
iuction because c/f state laws regu- 
ating the weight of bread. Since 
then, these regulations have been 
waived in all but eight states and 
the District of Columbia. 


The eisht states are Arizona, Ar- 
cansas, Montana, Nevaida, Oregon, 
Texas Washington and AVyoming. 
In these instances however, it was 
relieved the federal order would 
su"prcede state law. 


Thus, the 10 per cent cut in size 


•ecjuested on a voluntary basis in 
Vlarch now becomes mandatory in 
l states. 
Bakers now can obtain only 75 


per cent of the amount of flour 
• "V i-ot. during a base period of 
1944.

Jn case of doubt as to the ad- 
isability of visiting a sick person, 
all the patient's home for infor- 
i-ation in advance, or write the 
alicnt a letter instead.

iMOKING IS POOR POLICY 


Smoking in hospital rooms, in 


iddition to the possible danger of 
tarting a fire, may upset the sick 
)crson. Even though he is himself 


smoker, things may be different 


now. 
Other sick persons arc dis- 
.rcsscd by smokers in an adjoin- 
'ng room. 


Hospital patients who smoke in 


icd or when they are'drowsy may 
gnite their clothing. 
Avoid efforts to cheer 
up the 
salient. After all, you do not know 
;hc exact nature of his illness, and 
your 
well-intended 
cheerfulness 
may act ,as a boomerang. Do not 
assume a funereal air, but try to be 
natural and considerate of the sick 
man. Most patients ^resent being 
old to cheer iip, that they are go- 
ing to be all right and that the 
visitor knew someone 
who was 
much worse off. 
GIFTS MAY H I N D E R CARE 


Don't bring food, drink, or med- 


icine to the patient, as doing ',so 
may interfere with his treatment. 
If you wish to send flowers, con- 
sider the possibility of bringing 
them yourself or of j sending them 
to the patient's home on his re- 
turn. While hospitals arc anxious 
to keep their patients as cheerful 
as possible and to let them know 
that their friends are sorry they 
are ill, nursing services are short- 
handed, and the extra care of flow- 
ers may interfere with more vital 
duties. 


Children should under no cir- 


cumstances visit hospitals. Keep- 
ing the child away 
protects him 
from exposure to contagious dis- 
ease and protects the patients as 
well. It may be exciting to the 
child to see so many new things, 
but his' enthusiasm may 
disturb 
the sick. 


Hospitals everywhere arc crowd- 


ed witlr patients and arc troubled 


one? Well, here's telling him: Lis- 
ten well, son, and keep the aspirin 
bottle handy, for I am going to 
step on your toes and it will hurt.

Size of Bread 
Loaves to Be 
Reduced 


By GRANT DILI-MAN 
Washington, May 28 — ,(UP) 
The government has ordered ba- 
kers to cut the size of bread loaves 
and rolls starting Saturday. 


Loaves will 
be 
1 0 per 
cent 


smaller by weight and 
probably 


somewhat flatter. The price will 
remain the same. 


.tiaKers must indicate the weight 


of the loaf on the wrapper. Bakers 
who have difficulty getting 
new 


wrappers may use old ones pro- 
vided they furnish retailers with 
signs describing the new lo=?. 
The order to cut the size 
of 
loaves was issued under the war 
powers act. It was the first legal 
move to carry out a recommenda- 
tion of President Truman's famine 
emergency committee made last 
March. The committee urged ba- 
kers to make the cut voluntarily. 
At that time, many bakers pro- 
tested they could not make the re- 
iuction because c/f state laws regu- 
ating the weight of bread. Since 
then, these regulations have been 
waived in all but eight states and 
the District of Columbia. 


The eisht states are Arizona, Ar- 
cansas, Montana, Nevaida, Oregon, 
Texas Washington and AVyoming. 
In these instances however, it was 
relieved the federal order would 
su"prcede state law.

Jn case of doubt as to the ad- 
isability of visiting a sick person, 
all the patient's home for infor- 
i-ation in advance, or write the 
alicnt a letter instead. Many peo- 
le, apparently for want of some- 
ling better to do, drop in on a 
lospital patient when it would bo 
letter for everyone concerned if

iMOKING IS POOR POLICY 


Smoking in hospital rooms, in 


iddition to the possible danger of 
tarting a fire, may upset the sick 
)crson. Even though he is himself 


smoker, things may be different 


now. 
Other sick persons arc dis- 
.rcsscd by smokers in an adjoin- 
'ng room. 


Hospital patients who smoke in 


icd or when they are'drowsy may 
gnite their clothing. 
Avoid efforts to cheer 
up the 
salient. After all, you do not know 
;hc exact nature of his illness, and 
your 
well-intended 
cheerfulness 
may act ,as a boomerang. Do not 
assume a funereal air, but try to be 
natural and considerate of the sick 
man. Most patients ^resent being 
old to cheer iip, that they are go- 
ing to be all right and that the 
visitor knew someone 
who was 
much worse off. 
GIFTS MAY H I N D E R CARE 


Don't bring food, drink, or med- 


icine to the patient, as doing ',so 
may interfere with his treatment. 
If you wish to send flowers, con- 
sider the possibility of bringing 
them yourself or of j sending them 
to the patient's home on his re- 
turn. While hospitals arc anxious 
to keep their patients as cheerful 
as possible and to let them know 
that their friends are sorry they 
are ill, nursing services are short- 
handed, and the extra care of flow- 
ers may interfere with more vital 
duties. 


Children should under no cir- 


cumstances visit hospitals. Keep- 
ing the child away 
protects him 
from exposure to contagious dis- 
ease and protects the patients as 
well. It may be exciting to the 
child to see so many new things, 
but his' enthusiasm may 
disturb 
the sick. 


Hospitals everywhere arc crowd- 


ed witlr patients and arc troubled 


one? Well, here's telling him: Lis- 
ten well, son, and keep the aspirin 
bottle handy, for I am going to 
step on your toes and it will hurt.

The Supreme Court's decision to- 


day was the second issued in ihe 
case — the other having been ren-/ 
dered a year ago.

Supreme Court today decided vet- 
erans do not have "superseniority" 
rights to their prewar jobs. 


The decision came on a suit by 


Abraham Fishgold, 
a 
Brooklyn 


welder and war veteran. 


He contended that under the Se- 


lective Service act, he 
was 
en- 


titled to regular work for one year 
on his old job with the Sullivan 
Drydock and Repair Corporation- 
even though that would require lay- 
ing off a non-veteran worker with 
greater seniority. 


Justice Douglas 
delivered 
the 


court's 6-1 decision. Justice Black 
wrote a dissent. Justice Jackson 
took no part. 


The 
Justice 
Department 
ap- 


pealed on behalf of Fishgold con- 
tending that Congress intended a 
veteran to have unlimited 
right 


to one year's reemploymenl at his 
old job. regardless of seniority .or 
greater skill of olhcr workers who 
did not go into the service. 


The CIO Marine and Shipbuild- 


ing Workers Union said such 
a 


view of the act would cause con- 
flict with union bargaining con-

seniority and 


would "upset the whole fabric of 
industrial relations." 


Fishgold worked a I the Sullivan 


plant four and one half 
months 


before he was inducted in May, 
1943. 
He was discharged from the 


army in July, 1944, and went back 
to his old job. Work slackened and 
he was laid off for nine davs. Non- 
veterans continued at work. 


Fishgold sued the company in 


U. S. district court and won $86— 
nine days' pay. The 
union 
ap- 


pealed to the federal circuit court 
in New York City and won 
re- 


versal of the district court 
deci- 
sion. 


The circuit court said Congress 


intended that a veteran was to be 
assured of his job for a year, but 
that the place to which he 
was 


restored was to be subject to the
